Fire breaks out in store

in Japan, toll near 100 


KUMAMOTO, Japan (AP) -Fire 


broke out in a department store crowded 
with year-end holiday shoppers today 
and police said perhaps as many as 100 
persons perished in flames, smoke and 
fumes. Another 100 were reported in- 
jured. 


Police officials said there was some 


confusion as to the exact number of dead 
but that the toll could range from 90 to 
more than 100. 


Helicopters flew to the scene 550 miles 


southwest of Tokyo to pluck survivors 
from the roof of the seven-story building. 


"It was like an inferno full of cries of 


fleeing mothers and children," one 
survivor said. 


Officials said at least 31 of the dead 


were women. They added that more 
victims might be found on the upper 
floors which firemen were unable to 
reach because of heavy smoke and 
fumes. 


Masatoshi Tsuruta, another survivor, 


said: 


"I was almost overwhelmed by smoke 


before reaching a window, from which I 
escaped by a ladder. I saw people falling 
down a staircase like an avalanche." 


Officials said the blaze broke out while 


repair work was being done on the 
store's emergency and fire safety 
equipment. 


The cause of the blaze was not im- 


mediately known. The store opened 20 
years ago. 


Some survivors said the fire broke out 


in the bedding section of the Taiyo 
Department Store, which is usually 
closed on Thursdays but opened today 
because of the heavy flow of holiday 
shoppers. 


Smoke and fumes rose from the bed- 


ding secction on the third floor to the 
upper floors. 


Witnesses said that at one time about 


100 persons were on the roof and ap- 
parently were rescued by helicopters. 
They said others were* taken down 
ladders to safety by firemen. 


A waitress said she was serving tea in 


the seventh-floor restaurant when heavy 
smoke poured in over the staff and about 
30 customers. 


"I latched onto someone and managed 


to reach the roof," she said. 


The worst fire involving a Japanese 


department store building was a 
conflagration in May 1972. It wiped out 
a cabaret on the seventh floor of the 
Sennichi Department Store in Osaka and 
188 patrons and hostesses died. The 
shopping part of the store was closed at 
the time 


The worst department store fire in 


recent records occurred in Brussels, 
Belgium on May 22, 1967, when 322 
persons perished. 
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Ex-Nixon aide accused 


WASHINGTON (AP) -A federal 


grand jury today indicted former White 
House aide Dwight L. Chapin on four 
counts of lying to a Watergate grand 
jury. 


The indictment charged that Chapin 


lied to the original Watergate grand jury 
on April 11, 1973 when asked about the 
activities of Donald H. Segretti, un- 


derground political agent for the 1972 
Nixon ge-election campaign committee. 


The formal charge lodged against 


Chapin is "making false declaration 
before grand jury or court." 


The charge carries a maximum 


penalty of five years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine on each of the four counts. 


Chapin was President Nixon's ap- 


pointments secretary during Nixon's 
first term and is now an executive with 
United Airlines. 


Segretti has pleaded guilty to three 


misdemeanor counts of violating federal 
campaign laws during the Florida 
presidential primary in 1972. He 
currently is serving a six-month sen-

Buzhardt can't recall 
information about tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) —White House 


lawyer J. Fred Buzhardt says that the 
long days he has been putting in on the 
Watergate tapes case have made it hard 
for him to remember when he may have 
been told things. 


He also had trouble in federal court 


Wednesday recalling who told him some 
things. 


And, he said, there were some things 


about the tapes he never was told at all. 


"I don't have a good recollection for 


dates," Buzhardt said when, under 
questioning by assistant prosecutor 
Richard Ben-Veniste, he couldn't recall 


when he had talked to President Nixon's 
secretary about a possible blank section 
of one of the subpoenaed tapes. 


Buzhardt followed the secretary, Rose 


Mary Woods, to the witness stand Wed- 
nesday at a hearing called to determine 
what might have caused an 18-minute 
segment of the tape of a June 20, 1972, 
conversation between the President and 
H.R. Haldeman to be obliterated by a 
steady hum. 


He said the reason he was having 


trouble remembering when that and 
other conversations occurred was that 
he has been working 16-hour days. 


He also testified he couldn't recall 


whether it was the President or Alex- 
ander M. Haig Jr., White House staff 
chief, who first told him there might be 
a blank segment on one tape. 


Deputy White House Press Secretary- 


Gerald L. Warren said later, "There is 
no question that the conversations the 
subpoena covers are intact. There are no 
blanks in the seven subpoenaed conver- 
sations except for the 18-minute one." 


Buzhardt also was questioned at 


length about how he learned of the blank 
segment and how he came to change his

According to today's federal indict- 


ment, when Chapin appeared before the 
grand jury, he was asked: 


"Did you ever discuss in any way with 


Mr. Segretti the distribution of any 
campaign literature or statements of 
any kind?" 


He replied, "No." 
Then Chapin was asked if he knew 


whether Segretti had ever distributed 
any statements of any kind or any 
campaign literature of any kind. 


"Not that I am familiar with," Chapin 


replied. 


The indictment said that his answers, 


"as he then and there well knew, were 
false." 


Chapin also was asked by the grand 


jury what he told Segretti when the Los 
Angeles attorney reported to him that 
the FBI had contacted him. 


"I told him to talk to the FBI," Chapin 


replied. 


That, too, was false, the indictment 


charged. 


The grand jury also asked Chapin if he 


had ever given Segretti "any directions 
or instruction with respect to any single 
or particular candidate." 


"Not that I recall," he replied. Again 


the indictment alleged the reply was 
untrue. 


The indictment also alleged that 


Chapin lied when he said he knew 
nothing beyond what he had read in the 
newspapers about salary and expenses 
paid Segretti. 


A spokesman for the special Water- 


gate prosecutor's office said Chapin 
probably will be arraigned in about a 
week. 


Chapin is the fourth former Nixon 


administration official indicted either 
for perjury or making false statements 
to grand juries.

Don'f ask the marshal what's doin' 
ROYAL CITY, Wash. (AP) -Don't ask 


Dan Salinas what he does for a living 
unless you've got time on your hands. 


He's not only marshal for this 


windblown Eastern Washington farming 
community, but dog catcher, street 
repairman, assistant fire chief, street 
sign installer, meter reader, ambulance 
crewman, water and sewer maintenance 
man, park gardener and sometime 
gravedigger as well. 


And during the Yuletide season 45- 


year-old Salinas puts together the local 
Christmas pageant because he likes 
kids. 


Salinas says he is satisfied with the 


jobs he has been doing for nearly three 
vears, for $671 a month. 


"I get to do so many things in this type 


of work. I don't know how I would feel 
about just doing police work," he 
explains. 


Yet, he says he would like to have a 


fulltime assistant, something the com- 
munity of 650 has been searching for 
without success. 


Salinas speaks highly of the hunting 


and fishing that surrounds Royal City, 
but says he hasn't the time for such 
pursuits —"I work seven days a week. 


"I kept track of my hours for several 


months —it was at least 80 hours a week 
-so I quit doing that." 


He gets paid for a 40-hour week by the 


city, but piles the extra hours on without 
complaint. 


While work takes up the bulk of the day 


for Salinas, talk seems to be his real 
strength. 


"I'm not just a policeman, but also 


have to be a sort of preacher, counselor 
and babysitter," he said. "There are lots 
of civil disputes which I can usually 
settle without taking anyone to jail. 
Plain old conversation works wonders." 


His technique of concliation seems to 


be working. In early 1971, Salinas says 
he took an average of two prisoners a 
week on the 35-mile ride to jail in 
Ephrata. Now he makes the trip about 
once a month.

negotiators broke off their discus- 
sions today. The Egyptian representat- 
ive said the situation was "very, very 
bad," and a U^N. spokesman said no 
further meetings were scheduled. 


Machine-gun and mortar fire erupted, 


about two miles from the site as Israeii 
Maj. Gen. Aharon Yariv and Egyptian 
Maj. Gen. Mohained ei-Gamasy met. 
The session was in the U.N. conference 
tent at Kilometer 101 on the Cairo-Suez 
road. 


In New Delhi. Soviet Communist chief 


Leonid I. Brezhnev warned that unless 
Israel and the Arabs reach an early 
peace settlement, "a new and even more 
dangerous military explosion may occur 
in the Middle East at any moment." 


"The hostile armies are confronting 


each other with their arms at the ready.'' 
Brezhnev told the Indian Parliament at 
the end of a four-day summit meeting 
with Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. 


"It is clear that urgent measures must 


be taken to prevent new bloodshed and to 
establish a stable peace." 


It was not known whether Brezhnev- 


knew of the latest Middle East gunfire 
before he spoke. 


Shells apparently fired by Egyptian 


mortars exploded within 20 yards of a 
U.N. peace force car that sped across the 
desert to stop the shooting, which lasted 
about 30 minutes. A U.N. spokesman at 
the conference site did not specify which 
side started the firing, but newsmen at 
the scene could see that both the Israelis 
and the Egyptians were shooting. 


No casualties were reported, and it 


was assumed th£ negotiations were 
broken off because Egypt and Israel stiil 
could not agree on terms for the 
withdrawal of Israeli forces from the 
Suez Canal and the type of Egyptian 
forces that would be deployed along the 
east side of the waterway. 


Yariv has proposed that both sides pull 


back to their prewar positions. Tel Aviv 
press reports say Cairo's latest proposal 
is for Israel to withdraw SO miies and to 
return two-thirds of the Sinai Desert to 
Egypt, including major Israeli defense 
positions at the Mitla and G:ddi passes 


But Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 


has vowed to keep Egyptian troops on the 
western bank of the Suez, and Israel 
would not agree to a one-sided 
withdrawal. 


At a conference for the Cairo press 


Sadat questioned how a peace 
conference could be held in Geneva 
while "shooting is taking place daily, 
and Israel is resorting to procrastination 
in implementing the six-point cease-fire 
agreement." 


Israel, Egypt, Syria and Jordan have 


been invited to a peace conference in 
Geneva next month. Sadat has warned 
that failure to fix cease-fire lines would 
torpedo the conference, but Wednesday 
he said that a preliminary conference 
will be held among foreign ministers. 


A spokesman for the Israeli military 


command said that if the Kilometer 101 
talks collapse fighting could erupt at any 
time. There have been almost daily 
skirmishes both on the Suez and the 
Syrian fronts despite the U.N. cease-fire 
and the Nov. 11 agreement. 


The Israeli command said another 


Israeli soldier was killed by sniper fire 
on the Suez front Wednesday, the fourth 
to die since the Nov. 11 truce signing. 


Israel is keeping all its military forces 


on high alert. The command said the 
alert would remain in force for at least 
three months. Sources said troops were 
rearming and training in airlifted 
American weapons. 


Cairo headlines today blared "Fight- 


ing will resume unless Israel withdraws 
from 
occupied Arab territories "-a 


reference to the declaration by the Arab 
heads of state in Algiers that a Middle 
East peace cannot be achieved unless 
Israel returns all captured Arab territ- 
ory — '•especially Jerusalem" —and 
restores the rights of Palestinians. 


The press reports hailed the summit 


as "a new birth certificate for Arab 
nations."' 


But Israeli Premier Golda Me:r said 


Wednesday that Israel was determined 
to keep at least some occupied areas and 
to maintain the country's capital in a 
united Jerusalem. She rejected the idea 
of a new Palestinian state adjoining 
Israel.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Municipalit- 


ies throughout Wisconsin will be able to 
.annex town islands located within their 
boundaries under terms of a bill signed 
Wednesday by Gov.

and have 100 or less residents. 


"We have in a sense broken the logjam 


on the annexation issue," commented 
Ed Johnson, executive director of the 
Wisconsin League of Municipalities and 
long-time champion of the legislation. 


"Obviously this is not the ultimate, but 


it is a step in the right direction," said 
Johnson, who was among many officials 
on hand for the signing. 


Under the new law, town islands can 


be annexed with the approval of two- 
thirds of the membership of a 
municipality's governing board. In the 
past, a majority of citizens in the town 
island to be annexed had to approve. 


Lucey also signed bills changing the

BOGO revisions

thoroughly overhaul its influential Joint 
Finance Committee and replace the 
Board on Government Operations with a 
new committee. 


The recommendations are among a 


number of subcommittee proposals to be 
submitted Tuesday to a study panel 
which was created after some Senate 
Democrats complained they had been 
excluded from budget discussions 
earlier this year. 


Sen. Dale McKenna, D-Jefferson, 


drafted the resolution that created the 
study panel; Rep. Michael Ferrall, D- 
Racine, submitted a recommendation 
for expanding the membership of the 
Joint Finance Committee, and Sen. 
James Flynn, D-West Alhs, recom- 
mended its membership reflect propor- 
tionately the strength of political parties 
in the Assembly and Senate. 


Ferrall also proposed certain standing 


committees be abolished and that 
"parallel committees" be created in 
each house. 


Each committee would be assigned to 


a state agency's preparations of budget 
requests, even before the agencies' 
requests as reviewed by the governor are 
handed to the legislature. 
. Also, the governor's budget proposal 
should be presented to legislators by 
Jan 1 rather than March 1, Ferrall said. 


Ferrall also called for abolition of 


another influential legislative arm, the 
Joint Committee for Review of Ad- 
ministrative Rules. 


establishing a Rustic Roads program 
and excluding from state income taxes 
the interest earned by prisoners of war 
during their imprisonment. 


The annexation bill's signing marked 


the end of a long and often bitter 
legislative hassle over town islands, 
areas which are surrounded by 
municipalities. 


"This will enable residents of town 


islands to be better citizens," said 
Johnson, who has argued that such 
residents often get police and fire prot- 
ection and other municipal services 
without sharing the cost 


Opponents of the measure contended it 


will take self-determination away from 
persons who live in town islands. 


Johnson said municipalities can begin 


annexation proceedings as soon as the 
new law is published, meaning some 
actions could begin within a week or so. 


Under the Rustic Roads bill, the state 


Transportation Department will seek to 
preserve roads which have unusual nat- 
ural beauty. 


Lucey, in signing the bill, said "too 


often our fast-paced modern life causes 
us to overlook the charm and beauty of 
our Wisconsin countryside." 


The new law allows county highway 


committees to request that any highway 
within their jurisdiction be designated 
as a Rustic Road. If the request were 
approved, motor vehicle traffic would be 
restricted.

A projected 1974 operating deficit of 


$220,178, up about $45,000 from the 
originally 
anticipated 
deficit, 
is 


included in a proposed final applica- 
tion for state assistance for the 
Appleton bus system. 


The application, which will be 


reviewed by the Appleton Transit 
Commission tonight before it's sent to 
the Department of 
Transportation 


(DOT), seeks $124,660 in state assis- 
tance for the city-subsidized Appleton 
City Transit, Inc. 


It could be altered by the commis- 


sion, but the application must be filed 
with DOT Friday in order to meet an 
extended deadline granted when the 
commission and city had trouble 
gathering some cost figures. It was 
originally due Nov. 9. 


Once the application is filed, the 


commission will negotiate with DOT 
for the mass transit aids. Negotiations 
must be completed by Dec. 31. 


The $124,660 makes up two-thirds of 


the operating expenses the commission 
hopes are eligible for state reimbur- 
sement under the two-year, $5 million 
state assistance program aimed at 
helping municipalities pay subsidies to 
keep mass transit systems operating. 


If the ciiy gets the full two-thirds, 


that will leave $95,448 to be covered by 
local tax monies. That is up from the 
$85,000 currently in the budget to cover 
the city's share of the subsidy to 
Appleton City Transit, a subsidiary of 
Fox River Bus Lines, Inc., which 
manages the operations of the private 
firm's buses that serve the city. 


The application, which says that the 


transit commission will investigate 
agreements with municipalities from 
Kaukauna to Neenah "to ensure the 
maintenance of bus service to the en- 
tire urban area," was drafted by David 
Wendtland, assistant to Mayor James 
Sutherland, with help from other city 
officials and bus lines representatives. 


Major reasons for the increase in the 


anticipated deficit are higher fuel and 
labor costs. Wendtland, however, said 
the original $175,000 estimated deficit 
for 1974 was based on preliminary 
figures that have been further refined 
in the application. 


Wendtland notes, however, that the 


application does not consider possible 
increases in revenues over 1973 due to 
more frequent service, newer buses 
and the fuel shortage. 


It also includes all possible operating 


expenses, some of which may not 
materialize with improvements in bus 
service anticipated next year after 
consultants finish with a management 
and operations report. 


Included in the expenses for which 


aids are being sought is $10,000 to cover 
the consultant's study, although the 
transit commission is hoping that the 
money for that comes from the federal 
Urban Mass Transit Administration.

Diesel shortages putting 
pinch on truck terminals 


Major trucking lines with terminals 


in the Fox Cities area are already 
starting to feel the pinch of diesel fuel 
shortages and anticipate the situation 
could become critical in January and 
February. 


Local haul operators, who rely mainly 


on gasoline-powered trucks, report they 
have not yet felt any effects of a fuel 
shortage. 


A spokesman for CW Transport Co., 


one of the largest in the state, said they 
are still operating normally at the 
present time, but anticipate a severe 
diesel fuel shortage in the very near 
future. "We have been warned to con- 
serve fuel as much as possible," he said. 
A lack of fuel, he added, could force the 
shutdown of some of their terminals. 


About 35 trucks depart from CW's 


Fox Cities terminal nightly. 


At Gateway Transportation, the giant 


trucking firm reported they have been 
cutback 12 per cent on diesel fuel "and 
that means we carry that much less 
freight." He said he expected January 
and February to be especially rough. 


The Gateway spokesman said most of 


their shorthaul trucks were gasoline 
powered, "but they aren't big enough 
for the long-haul routes." 


One outfit that doesn't expect a 


problem is Ryder Truck Rental. A 
spokesman at the district office in 
Neenah said all of the firm's over-the- 
road trucks are diesel, but that Ryder 


maintains 450 centers across the 
country and they have adequate diesel 
fuel supplies at all points. He also noted 
that 
the 
trucking 
line 
recently 


purchased its own refinery. 


Another rental outfit, Hertz, also 


reported normal operations "up to 
now." However, they do not have any 
diesel trucks. 


A spokesman for Fore-Way Express, 


a major express delivery line in the 
state, declined to speculate on the fu- 
ture situation, but noted that the diesel 
fuel situation "has been tough for six 
months." The line, he said, uses about 
30,000 gallons of diesel fuel a month. 


Two local transfer lines reported no 


problems up to this point. 


Remmick Trucking, which operates 


only gasoline powered trucks, reported 
they have not been notified of any fuel 
cutback yet, but they do anticipate an 
allocation reduction. 


Dorn's Delivery & Transfer said they 


have been assured by their supplier that 
they will have adequate supplies of both 
gasoline and diesel fuel for this winter. 


Mo%~ing van lines have not reported 


any fuel problems iocally. but one. 
Appleton Moving & Storage, said some 
of its drivers reported problems getting 
diesel fuel on hauls to the east coast and 
Florida. 


All of the other nwmg lines locally

the subpoena issued last July 23 by the 
Watergate special prosecutor. 


He said the prosecutors appeared to be 


in error in assuming that the subpoena, 
as written, covered the conversation 
with Haldeman as well as the one with 
Ehrhchman. 


He couldn't recall whether the 


President, also a lawyer, ever gave his 
opinion on whether the conversation was 
covered by the subpoena. 


It wasn't until Nov. 14, when he re-read 


a memorandum filed in court Aug. 13 by 
the special prosecutor in support of the 
subpoena, that he decided the prosecut- 
ors did want the Haldeman conversat- 
ion. 


That evening, he said, he listened to 


the June 20 tape. 


The next day, Buzhardt said, he went 


to Haig and told him that the gap was on 
a tape covered by the subpoena. 


Buzhardt's testimony appeared to 


conflict with White House statements 
that Nixon was not certain until Nov. 20 
that the 18-minute blank segment was on 
a conversation included in the subpoena.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) -The 


lights in the halls of the U.N. 
headquarters are dimmed to save scarce 
electricity. But the offices where the 
world's energy picture is kept under 
constant scrutiny glow with hope for the 
future. 


The oil famine in the West, brought on 


by Arab restrictions, is viewed here as 
more of a short-term political crisis than 
a long-term problem stemming from a 
real shortage. 


A widely publicized Club of Rome 


treatise predicted that an expanding 
world economy would run out of oil in 47 
years and coal in 122 years. But U.N. 
experts still stand by a 1972 U.N. report 
that the world's oil may last for more 
than 75 years and the coal supplies three 
or four times that long. 


The U.N. experts say estimates of oil 


in the earth are on the increase and 
plenty of other energy sources still 
remain to be tapped or developed. 


They make these arguments: 
World demand for liquid fuels — 


mainly oil —is growing about 8 per cent 
per year, judging from the 1960-70 rate. 
But the estimates of oil reserves have 
been growing, too, from 7 billion tons in 
1937 to 64 billion in 1930 and a trillion in 
1970. The more opportunity oil men see 
for making money, the harder they look 
for oil. 


An investment of $200 to $300 is needed 


to boost the capacity of Middle East oil 
wells by a barrel a day; a $2,000 in- 
vestment will be needed for a barrel-a- 
day output of North Sea wells, expected 
to start producing in 1976. When the cost 
of bringing out oil reaches $3,000, it will 
equal the cost of producing from oil 
shales and tar sands, and production 
from those sources will become 
economically feasible. Tar sands are 
estimated to be twice as plentiful and oil 
shales 1,000 times as plentiful as the 
world's current oil well reserves. 


The current oil shortage in the West 


will spur the search for other substit- 
utes. Liquefaction and gasification of 
coal is one possibility but would take 10 


to 20 years to become a significant 
energy source. 


As for nuclear power, the electrical 


generating capacity of reactors using 
the fission of uranium nuclei increased 
almost 20 times in 10 years. Energy 
production from the fusion of the nuclei 
of light elements is expected to be 
developed after the year 2000. 


There are also waterfalls, tides and 


solar sources to be harnessed. Estimates 
are that 40 times as much energy as the 
world now consumes could be obtained 
from one per cent of the sun power that 
falls on land surfaces. A thousand times 
as much could be obtained through 
geothermal techniques. 


The U.N. body dealing with the 


energy problem is the 54-nation Com- 
mittee on Natural Resources. Its next 
formal session will be in January 1975.

South's overcall of two clubs prac- 


tically begged for the ax, and the 
request was not denied. 


South managed to make three top 


trumps, one heart and a low trump, for a 
total of five tricks. This was a 
praiseworthy effort, but it fell three 
tricks short of the contract, and the 
opponents scored 800 points in penalties. 


What was wrong with the overcall? 


South had high cards enough and his 
distribution was unbalanced enough. 
What's more, his club suit was strong 
enough for an overcall. 


FATAL DEFECT 


The fatal defect was that South had too 


many losing cards in an opponent's 
strong suit. It was bad enough to have 
five low spades, as South discovered in 
the play of the cards. It was even worse 
that West was surely short in spades and 
would surely be itching for a chance to 
double any bid that South made. 


This fact should lead to a general rule: 


Don't make a doubtful overcall when 
you have length in the opponent's bid 
suit. 


Incidentally, if you think that no good 


player would dream of bidding two 
clubs on the South hand, there's some 
news in store for you. The hand was 
dealt in the European Championships 
some years ago, and at both tables the 
South player bid two clubs. One of them 
went for a ride of 800 points, as reported. 
The other South player escaped this 
harsh fate: His partner "rescued" at 
two diamonds and went for a ride of 
1,100 points! 


DAILY QUESTION 


Partner deals and bids one spade, and 


the next player passes. You hold: S- Q, 
H-A72,D-AJ93,C-J8654. What do 
you say? 


ANSWER: Bid two clubs. You will 


probably bid 2- NT at your next turn, 
thus inviting but not demanding a game.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have been 


charged with drunk driving. I volun- 
teered to take the test. However, it was 
not administered until approximately 45 
minutes after 1 had arrived at the sta- 
tion. 


Would this lapse of time have given 


more alcohol time to enter my blood 
stream, thus showing a higher level? 


I was forced to blow into the balloon 


three times. Does the number of times 
a person blows into the balloon make 
anv difference in the reading? The test 
result was .17. -W.C.M. 


Your blood alcohol level may have 


risen in the 45 minutes —and then again 
it may have gone down. It would depend 
on how much you had to drink and 
when. 


Absorpticn of alcohol into the blood- 


stream is rapid, but it is eliminated 
from the blood more slowly. To give 
you some sort of guide, six or seven 
one-ounce 
drinks 
will 
show an 


appreciable blood level for two hours 
or more. 


The number of times you blow into 


the balloon won't change the percentage 
of alcohol on your breath.

pirin, it so happens that aspirin is one of 
the drugs that can contribute to ear 
noises. Do you, by any chance, take 
more aspirin when" menstruating or on 
rainy days? 


There are also cases of ear noises for 


which no cause can be determined. 


You may get some help by reading 


my booklet, "Ear Noises, Their Causes 
and Cures," which you can get by 
sending 15 cents and a long, stamped, 
self-addressed envelope to me in care of 
The Post-Crescent. 


These noises quite often seem louder 


at night, because everything else is 
quieter then. You might get some com- 
fort by keeping a loudly ticking clock 
near you at bedtime.

SHERWOOD -The village has been 


advised by the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) that it will con- 
tribute $35,000 to the municipal water 
project planned jointly with the village 
and High Cliff State Park. 
* The amount is $20,000 more the than 
the original $15,000 offered. 


According to a letter from Foth and 


Van Dyke Engineers, the DNR has 
agreed that the additional amount 
should be contributed "because of the 
excess system capacity provided by the 
village which would allow for future 
expansion of the park, and because of 
the relatively intangible 'readiness to 
serve* factor provided by the village." 


The park has agreed to a master 


usage figure of 20,000 gallons per day, 
amounting to a 14 per cent share of the 
water supply cost of $15,495. On the 
basis of family units, a monthly 


minimum charge of $133 also applies. 


The village had originally expected 


$85,000. 


Village officials, while voting to ac- 


cept the $35.000 proposal, went on 
record that they did not feel the $35,000 
was a fair share for the High Cliff 
State Park participation in the project, 
although "from an engineering stand- 
point was justified." 


Plans for a municipal water system 


have been submitted to state authori- 
ties, and if approved, a public infor- 
mation meeting is planned for early 
January to prepare for a referendum. 


Recently the village agreed to 


proceed towards getting water for the 
36S-population village adjacent to High 
C!iff State Park when it learned that it 
was 378 on a priority list for funding 
for a sewage system. Lack of water 
and poor quality of that which is 
available has plagued the village for 
years.

a 41-22 bulge and never were threatened 
afterward. Abdul-Jabbar, half a foot 
taller than Seattle center Spencer 
Haywood, scored 16 of his points in the 
first period. 


"The performance we had tonight was 


one we know our people can give us," 
Costello said. "If we can do that con- 
sistently, we'll be very, very tough to 
beat." 


"Everybody contributed," Costello 


said. "Curtis Perry had four or five 
offensive rebounds in the first quarter, 
we were fast breaking, Kareem was 
blocking shots and we got the ball to Jon 
(McGlocklin) when he was hot."

Another Greek coup 


The latest Greek upheaval, this time a bloodless coup by 


the military, is still clouded in confusion. But it apparently 
was planned and executed not to bring more justice and 
liberty to the people of Greece but to try to ensure one 
group's hold on power at the expense of another. 


Students overrun in their short-lived rebellion against 


what they considered oppressive government restrictions 
had complained that there were stooges among them. 
Allegedly someone other than bona fide students scribbled 
extremist pro-Marxist slogans on the walls and shouted 
anarchistic advice. Martial law was proclaimed by then 
President George Papadopoulos and the insurrection, aided 
by workers annoyed at inflation, was suppressed. 


The military who then ousted Papadopoulos over last 


weekend insist that he was planning to hold unnecessary 
power and that his announced general elections were going 
to be rigged and only an excuse for his continued personal 
rule. One opinion is that Papadopoulos saw the new coup 
coming and infiltrated the student groups so he'd have an 
excuse tc impose martial law and control police units. 
Others suggest that the student insurrection was plotted and 
aided by the military to further justify their own plans for a 
later coup. This reverse revolution has been used in some 
Latin American strong man coups. It has even been used at 
a low level by some Americans who try to tie up one political 
party or the other with outrageous behavior. 


The new Greek government is made up of a few generals, 


some civilians and junior Army officers. There is no 
assurance that the latest junta will not be overthrown if a 
new rash of dissention arises. Often nations like Greece, 
which had a nominal monarch, find legitimate government 
difficult to achieve and maintain without the figurehead. 
The latest group has no more "legitimate" claim to power 
than the last. This makes the regime unstable, unsteady and 
reliant upon force for not only success but survival. Unless 
a government's right to be in power is accepted by a 
majority of the population, its continuity will remain in 
doubt. 


The overthrow in Greece probably did not affect many 


Greeks simply because few cared. 


A male sex control drug 


The suggestion by Dr. Darold Treffert, director of Win- 


nebago Mental Health Institute, that it conduct more 
research on a German developed drug that may help control 
the male sex drive is an interesting one and certainly worth 
probing further. 


It may surprise a lot of Americans that there is no such 


effective drug already used. Most of those who have been in 
the military service or attended summer camps or 
preparatory schools were assured by their fellows that the 
Establishment was already putting some such substance — 
usually supposedly saltpeter —in their food so they would be 
more manageable. But it just wasn't true. 


The German drug, known as an anti-androgen, apparently 


diminishes the libido and eventually leads to the non- 
production of sperm. Not yet approved for use in the United 
States, it needs more testing for side effects. But as Dr. 
Treffert pointed out, it might lead to the development of a 
male birth control pill that might avoid some of the han- 
dicaps of the one now used by women. Perhaps on a 
temporary level, it would not be as final as a vasectomy 
usually is. 


While the danger from the overly-sexed man is undoubt- 


edly exaggerated in American society, it does exist. And 
whatever claims are made by Women's Lib about equality, 
it is the male sex drive, rather than the female, that causes 
the violent sex crimes. Obviously there is also a perversion 
of the drive but this involves what Dr. Treffert called "the 
really chronically deviated male, the repeater who presents 
a dismal picture both for himself and society," the rapist, 
child molester or aggressive homosexual. The latter can be 
as much a threat to young boys as the rapist is to girls. It 
may be that once the sex drive is reduced that an in- 
dividual's psychological imbalance no longer makes him a 
threat in society. 


Currently the chronic male sex deviate is treated in one of 


three ways —when his aberrations are serious enough to 
come to the attention of authorities. He may be given female 
sex hormones, castrated surgically or exposed to phychiat- 
ric treatment. It seems possible that a drug which could 
depress the libido on a short term basis and combined with 
psychiatric counseling might be likely to lead to control of 
the problem without drastic irreversible measures. 


In spite of the more open attitude concerning sexual 


matters, the sex deviate remains a problem as the 
Hallowe'en tragedy in Fond du Lac demonstrated. Certainly 
the German drug's use in this country should be explored.

Truckers try again for double bottoms 


MADISON —The climactic stage of one of the 


most stubborn and turbulent struggles of recent 
times in the legislature is nearing as the 
trucking industry prepares for a final appeal in 
January on the freight trailer size issue. 


In each legislature for nearly a decade the 


truckers and their transport dependent allies - 
with the latter becoming more concerned as the 
rest of the country has moved toward more 
generous highway user rules — have tried to 
persuade state representatives and senators 
that they should be allowed the advantages of 
more efficient equipment. 


Each time the legislature has hesitated, un- 


willing to make the concession but unwilling 
also to dismiss it out of hand, with the result 
that the struggle is repeated in the next 
legislative term. 


Tend to resent trucks 


The question is peculiarly capable of 


generating public involvement. The average 
American drives a car. He tends to regard the 
highways as designed for his convenience and 
pleasure and to resent the commercial vehicles. 
He tends also tc forget that truck taxes are high 
and that in hundreds of Wisconsin localities, 
with more of them added to the list each day, 
the freight truck is the indispensable lubrica- 
tor of the local economic community. 


If there ever was a time when the climate was 


favorable for the truckers' point of view it 
should be today. Any interested person can 
perceive with a glance at the map that Wiscon- 
sin has become an island surrounded by states 
with more generous trucking size and weight 
rules. The legislature and the state administra- 
tion have consciously promoted an image of 
concern for economic growth and industrial 
prosperity. 


Now industry is pushing anxiously and 


resourcefully for the changes that will be 
reflected in lower transportation costs for 
manufacturing that must rely upon distant 
markets for the profitable sale of its finished 
products. In thousands of instances cost cal- 
culations must be considered in the transport of 
imported raw materials. 


But there is no certainty about the outcome. 


The average politician is concerned that his 
passenger car driving constituent doesn't like 
trucks —and in many cases, indeed, hates and 
fears them as competitors for "his" highway 
space. 


Gov. Patrick Lucey is recorded as opposed, 


which means that he will veto any permanent 
legislation that is submitted to him. He has been 
curiously oblique about it. His only statement 
for the record was issued in his name when he 
was away two years ago. When he is queried 


now, as in occasional news conferences, he 
merely says that he has not changed his posi- 
tion. Meanwhile, Mrs. Jean Lucey, his wife, 
denounces trucks at every opportunity with the 
characteristic anxiety of the private automobile 
user. 


Trying end rwi 


In some "liberal" circles, an anti-truck posi- 


tion appears to be regarded as a sign of 
ideological fidelity, an attitude probably des- 
cending from the truck-railroad rivalries many 
derades ago when the railroad unions packed a 
heavy wallop in legislative affairs and a poli- 
tician scorned their demands at his peril. 


Thus it is that the truckers and their allies are 


attempting what their suspicious critics decry 
as an end run —a resolution that won't require 
a Lucey signature, but if approved in both 
houses would authorize the Division of High- 
ways to issue permits for "double bottoms" on 
a few roads built to highest standards, thus 
providing a test for the record of the con- 
sequences. 


It is a realistic concession. It betrays a 


knowledge of the force of the resistance. It will 
also provide a reminder of a circumstance that 
the most obdurate of the trucking critics ignore 
—that some long trucks under permit are now 
using the roads and have done so for some 
years.

more often leaves the mark of petulance 
than of gratitude. 


People who profess a pervasive 


disillusionment about life are as much" 
the victims of that illusion as those they 
look down upon as being incorrigibly- 
hopeful. 


Intense and perpetual activity is often 


less the sign of the enthusiastic per- 
sonality than of the one that is despera- 
tely afraid of boredom - 


When I meet a man who cannot 


handle his own family, I begin to sus- 
pect his capabilities in running his 
business or in administering state af- 
fairs; for all governance begins within 
the family, and defects in temperament 
show up more quickly and vividly there 
than anywhere. 


The finest distinction between art and 


mere modishness was made by Jean 
Cocteau, when he observed: "Art 
produces ugly things which often 
become beautiful with time; fashion, on 
the other hai^d, produces beautiful 
things which always become ugly with 
time." 


In a simpler age, the old adage may 


have been true, that "knowledge is 
power"; in the modern technocratic 
age, it is even truer that power buys 
knowledge-or drafts it, when neces- 
sary. 


We have studied the psychopathology 


of individuals, but have scarcely begun 
to investigate the psychopathology of 
whole cultures, or regions; yet who can 
doubt that some cultures are suffering 
from a deep psychic trauma buried in 
their collective past, some festering 
wound that needs to be drained before 
the cultural "personality" can be whole 
again? 


What most institutions are looking for 


is really a leader with "original 
mediocrity" —that is, someone who will 
provide a fresh image without disturb- 
ing the encrusted rigidity of the ancient 
regime. 


People who persist in doggedly 


defending Agnew remind me of Emer- 
son's comment: "A sect or party is an 
elegant incognito devised to save its 
adherents 
from 
the 
vexation of 


thinking." 


"AH things are relative'' is a self 


cancelling statement—for if it is true, 
then that statement also has no absolute 
validity. 


Almost the whoie art of public 


speaking is quite simply to make sure 
you say nothing that would bore you if 
you were a member of the audience. 


Shakespeare uses the phrase "bad 


success" in several of his piays, which 
should 
remind 
us 
that 
in 
the 


Elizabethan age (and others) the word 
"success" did not have the univocal 
meaning it has gained in our less subtle 
time.

Nixon's energy 
saving plan

It is most often objected to a rise in 


the price of gasoline and fuel oil that it 
"favors the-rich." This is like saying 
that wealth favors the rich, which it 
indisputably does. The millionaire, in 
order to avoid the cold weather, can fly 
to Rio de Janeiro. It must be driven 
home, and driven home again, that the 
proper way to cope with shortages that 
are inconvenient in character, as dis- 
tinguished from physical shortages that 
justify subsistence rationing, is through 
the price mechanism. It is demogogic 
and superficial to conclude that this is 
the course of action that "favors" the 
rich. The rich, as I have suggested, can 
look after themselves. They will always 
be able to get the gas they need by very 
simply buying it at whatever price the 
black market commands. 


Consider President Nixon's two most 


conspicuous proposals designed to 
lower the consumption of gasoline. We 
are all supposed to drive at speeds of 50 
miles per hour or less. Now the public 
tends to think of that as perfectly 
reasonable. 
When a categorical 


proposal is made, the human tendency 
is to try it out on oneself, and if the 
proposed inconvenience is not inor- 
dinate, then the suggestion is not unac- 
ceptable. But there are people in the 
United States for whom the difference 
between driving 70 mph and 50 mph is 
the difference between getting home at 
night —a major personal objective - 
and not getting home. 


Don't ever arrive 


In 1942, Governor Coke Stevenson 


announced calmly that the sovereign 
state of Texas would not abide by the 
most recent ukase of President 
Roosevelt that in order to save tires and 
rubber, no one could drive faster than 
35 mph. "Why don't you go along," a 
young man asked him. "Because, son, 
in Texas if you drive 35 miles per hour, 
you don't ever arrive." 


Mr. Nixon wants legislation forcing 


the gas stations to close between 9 p.m. 
Saturday, and midnight Sunday. It 
happens I could not myself care less, 
owning as I do a weekend car that 
fetches me 30 miles to the gallon which 
over the four years I have owned it, has 
logged a grand total of 14,000 miles. But 
what about the family that plans, dur- 
ing its vacation, to take the children and 
visit Yellowstone Park, why should they 
not be permitted to decide that they will 
splurge on that particular trip? Are 
they supposed to camp down at a local 
motel on Sunday morning, waiting for 
the gas stations to reopen? They talk of 
going further, to earless Sundays. What 
about those who take their simple 
pleasure in a Sunday afternoon drive? 


It is revealing that the only problem 


that apparently deters the bureaucratic 
mind from ordaining that which people 
may and may not do in all matters is the 
practical problem. Mr. Nixon tells us 
we should keep the heat in our houses 
down to 68. If not.. . if not, what? Why, 
if not, you will run out towards the end 
of the winter. Well, the lady who needs, 
or desires, a hot room for perfectly 
private neurotic or metabolic reasons, 
will perhaps continue to heat her house 
to 73 degrees, and when she runs out of 
fuel, will stay the balance of the winter 
with her daughter — surely that is for 
her to work out? 


It's mechanical problem 


Clearly, if it were practical, the White 


House would order all thermostats set 
to 68, even as it is prepared to order all 
motorists to stop at 50 mph. It is only 
the mechanical problem that stops 
them from putting governors in our 
cars, our houses —and our lives. 


We're to have no ornamental lighting. 


Why don't they tell us that, at the res- 
taurants, we cannot order well-done 
steak. I can hear it now.. ."If you order 
your hamburgers rare, that will save 
125,000 barrels of fuel per day, or 
enough to heat 600,000 homes." It hap- 
pens that little lights don't use very 
much fuel, and that Christmas lights 
are the source of great spiritual and 
aesthetic joy for some people, as for 
Spider beetles worst 


Spider beetles, of which there are 


about 12 species in Canada, are the worst 
insect pests in flour storage warehouses. 


some onlookers. Are we really going to 
call the policeman to douse the lighted 
cross outside the family farm in Ver- 
mont? 


But, you say —there isn't enough to go 


around. Right, and there aren't enough 
steaks to go around. So the price of 
steak goes up, and people eat less of it. 
But by God if you want to eat a huge 
steak at four o'clock on Sunday morn- 
ing, and that's how you want to spend 
that extra five dollars, Big Brother 
hasn't yet told you you can't do it. 
Perhaps it's because it hasn't occurred 
to him.

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Fire breaks out in store 
in Japan, toll near 100 


KUMAMOTO, Japan (AP) -Fire 


broke out in a department store crowded 
with year-end holiday shoppers today 
and police said perhaps as many as 100 
MHrsons perished in flames, smoke and 
umes. Another 100 were reported in- 
jured. 


Police officials said there was some 


confusion as to the exact number of dead 
but that the toll could range from 90 to 
more than 100. 


Helicopters flew to the scene 550 miles 


southwest of Tokyo to pluck survivors 
from the roof of the seven-story building. 


"It was like an inferno full of cries of 


fleeing mothers and children," one 
survivor said. 


Officials said at least 31 of the dead 


were women. They added that more 
victims might be found on the upper 
floors which firemen were unable to 
reach because of heavy smoke and 
fumes. 


Masatoshi Tsuruta, another survivor, 


said: 


"I was almost overwhelmed by smoke 


before reaching a window, from which I 
escaped by a ladder. I saw people falling 
down a staircase like an avalanche." 


Officials said the blaze broke out while 


repair work was being done on the 
store's emergency and fire safety 
equipment. 


The cause of the blaze was not im- 


mediately known. The store opened 20 
years ago. 


Some survivors said the fire broke out 


in the bedding section of the Taiyo 
Department Store, which is usually 
closed on Thursdays but opened today 
because of the heavy flow of holiday 
shoppers. 


Smoke and fumes rose from the bed- 


ding secction on the third floor to the 
upper floors. 


Witnesses said that at one time about 


100 persons were on the roof and ap- 
parently were rescued by helicopters. 
They said others were taken down 
ladders to safety by firemen. 


A waitress said she was serving tea in 


the seventh-floor restaurant when heavy 
smoke poured in over the staff and about 
30 customers. 


"I latched onto someone and managed 


to reach the roof," she said. 


The worst fire involving a Japanese 


department store building was a 
conflagration in May 1972.

Ex-Nixon aide accused 


WASHINGTON (AP) -A 
federal 


grand jury today indicted former White 
House aide Dwight L. Chapin on four 
counts of lying to a Watergate grand 
jury. 


The indictment charged that Chapin 


lied to the original Watergate grand jury 
on April 11, 1973 when asked about the 
activities of Donald H. Segretti, un- 


derground political agent for the 1972 
Nixon ge-election campaign committee. 


The formal charge lodged against 


Chapin is "making false declaration 
before grand jury or court." 


The charge carries a maximum 


penalty of five years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine on each of the four counts. 


Chapin was President Nixo s appoint- 


ments secretary during Nixon's first 
term and is now an executive with 
United Airlines. 


Segretti has pleaded guilty to three 


misdemeanor counts of violating federal 
campaign laws during the Florida 
presidential primary in 1972. He 
currently is serving a six-month sen-

conversation between the President and 
H.R. Haldeman to be obliterated by a 
steady hum. 


He said the reason he was having

He also testified he couldn't recall 


whether it was the President or Alex- 
ander M. Haig Jr., White House staff 
chief, who first told him there might be 
a blank segment on one tape.

ROYAL CITY, Wash. (AP) -Don't ask 


Dan Salinas what he does for a living 
unless you've got time on your hands. 


He's not only marshal for this 


windblown Eastern Washington farming 
community, but dog catcher, street 
repairman, assistant fire chief, street 
sign installer, meter reader, ambulance 
crewman, water and sewer maintenance 
man, 
park gardener and sometime 


gravedigger as well. 


And during the Yuletide season 45- 


year-old Salinas puts together the local 
Christmas pageant because he likes 
kids. 


Salinas says he is satisfied with the 


jobs he has been doing for nearly three 
years, for $671 a month. 


"I get to do so many things in this type 


of work. I don't know how I would feel 
about just doing police work," he 
explains. 


Yet, he says he would like to have a 


fulltime assistant, something the com- 
munity of 650 has been searching for 
without success. 


Salinas speaks highly of the hunting 


and fishing that surrounds Royal City, 
but says he hasn't the time for such 
pursuits —"I work seven days a week. 


"I kept track of my hours for several 


months —it was at least 80 hours a week 
-so I quit doing that." 


He gets paid for a 40-hour week by the 


city, but piles the extra hours on without 
complaint. 


While work takes up the bulk of the day 


for Salinas, talk seems to be his real 
strength. 


"I'm 
not just a policeman, but also 


have to be a sort of preacher, counselor 
and babysitter," he said. "There are lots 
of civil disputes which I can usually 
settle without taking anyone to jail. 
Plain old conversation works wonders." 


His technique of concliation seems to 


be working. In early 1971, Salinas says 
he took an average of two prisoners a 
week on the 35-mile ride to jail in 
Ephrata. Now he makes the trip about 
once a month.

Health services plan awaits state okay

CLINTONVILLE - The Unified 


Board of Shawano and Waupaca 
approved its program plan for 1974 to 
provide services to the mentally ill, 
developmentally disabled and the al- 
coholic and drug abuser. 


The plan and its $725,243 annual 


budget, supported 40 per cent by 
Waupaca and Shawano counties and 60 
per cent by state, federal and private 
money, now goes to the state for 
approval. 


In two months, the Unified Board 


has drawn together the services of- 
fered in this area, developed a plan to 
enhance these services, and hired a 
program director. It will make these 
services available by the required Jan. 
1, 1974 deadline. 


The board approved the hiring of 


Richard Gauerke, as developmental 
disabilities coordinator, at a salary of 
$14,600, and hired Karl Hammerburg 
as alcohol and drug abuse coordinator 
at $11,925. The coordinator for the 
mental health post has not been filled. 


Appointed to the planning committee 


is Alice Buck, Waupaca. She replaces 
Otto Rusch, Waupaca, who resigned. 


The planning committee of Unified 


Health Services of Shawano-Waupaca 
counties has put together a mini- 
program for 1974. It has as its primary 
goal to coordinate and facilitate ser- 
vices in the mental health, develop- 
mental disabilities and alcohol and 
drug abuse areas. 


Program Director Paul Neja cites 


two priorities for 1974-in-patient care 
and emergency care for clients in the 
three areas. 


The mini-program architects have 


pinpointed two major objectives in the 
mini-plan: to maintain a level of care 
in all three spheres and to put together 
a well-coordinated, efficient, adminis- 
trative operation which will support 
continuance of present programs and 
develop present and new programs.

(former Colonies) for patients who 
need more intensive study, research 
and care. 


— Establish a central administrative 


Chilton sewage waste ordinance 
under study by industries, council 


office which will be easily and equally 
available to the service units of the 
three disabilities and communities. 


— Develop ways and means of as- 


sessing the needs and desires of each 
community through hearings to be 
held next year in Marion, Clintonville,

(Waupaca County) and Green Valley, 
Hoffa Park, Bonduel, Shawano, Wit-

A panel at each of the hearings 


would include local interested persons, 
a member of the planning committee, 
the program director and/or his coor- 
dinators, and members of Association 
for Retarded Children, Association for 
Mental Health and the Waupaca 
County Alcoholism and Drug Abuse 
Resources Council. 


— Meet crisis and emergency needs 


by having the Unified Health Services 
administrative office serve as infor- 
mation and referral agent during office 
hours.

Coordina- 
tors of specific services will be res-

dipped from a peak of 735 in 1969 to 409 
in the fall of 1972. Center Dean Rue C. 
Johnson and others suggested the 
experience with UWGB hadn't been 
helpful to the center and urged that it 
not happen again. 


Several persons also called for more 


autonomy for UWCFV to allow it to 
develop programs and courses needed 
and desired by area peopole. They also 
called for active implementation of the

the Bureau of Indian Affairs, the 34- 
year-old Alaskan, who was confirmed by 
voice vote Wednesday, will take over an 
agency beset with criticism from Indian 
activists and conflict over its internal 
organization. 


Just a little over a year ago, from Nov. 


2 to Nov. 8,1972, BIA headquarters were 
occupied and vandalized by Indian ac- 
tivists. Damage was estimated at $2.28 
million.

Commissioner Louis R. Bruce resigned 
under fire from critics, who charged he 
collaborated with the activists. 


With his departure, says Charles

ministration."

vacant since Bruce's resignation took 
effect in January.

CHICAGO (AP) -Midwest farmers 


obtained enough fuel for the fall harvest, 
but spring nlfmti"g is uncertain. 


"If we don't have fuel, that's it," says

Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. Butz 


told newsmen here Wednesday that 
fanners will have to curtail their use of 
fuel, but they will be given priority. 


"There will be shortages, but we think 


we will get through," Butz said. He 
didn't go into details. 


Government regulations, published 


this week in the Federal Register in 
Washington, say priority fuel users, 
including farmers, will receive 90 to 100 
per cent of normal supply. 


U.S. agriculture uses between 500,000 


and 900,000 barrels of oil a day. Total 
U.S. consumption is 17 million barrels a 
day. 


Good weather permitted farmers to 


finish harvesting and plowing in 


November. Many hurried the harvest by 
purchasing in October and November 
the diesel oil alloted to them for 
December and January. Suppliers set up 
informal allocation last spring when the 
diesel oil shipments they received began 
to fall short of demand. 


Fanners often use fuel for grain dry- 


ing. So far no grain has rotted for lack of 
fuel to operate dryers. The good weather 
helped. 


The farmers are uncertain about the 


spring, although President Nixon has 
called for a record 1974 harvest, suf- 
ficient to meet all export demands. Net 
farm income in 1973 is expected to reach 
$25 billion, up $5 billion from 1972 


"Anybody's guess is good," says 


Creston'Foster of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation. "We anticipate we 
will have to conserve energy of all kinds 
to make it. With increased acreage next 
year we know we'll have to have 
increased fuels."

be paid drew criticism from Morris 
Andrews, executive secretary of the 
Wisconsin Education Association, the 
stae's biggest teacher union. 


"If they cut school out and they pay 


full aids but don't pay teachers their full 
salary, we might have some problems," 
Andrews said. 


"I think it is obvious how we would 


scream if they don't pay teachers," he 
added. 


Stevens said a meeting with school 


administrators and unions may be called 
after tbe department receives an attor- 
ney general's opinion. 


Stevens said the department is looking 


into the possibility of starting school 
later each day if Congress enacts a ret- 
urn to daylight savings time.
